A System of Farming Which is De. 
signed to Obviate This Trouble 
The soll drifting problem must be 
attacked in two ways, first, temporary 
measures to make possible the present 
control of drifting soil and the grow- 
ing of a crop and, second, measures 
that aim to get at the cause of the 
evil and remove it. It ts to the lat- 
ter of these that attention will b 
directed in this brief article,

2nd year.—Wheat for fall rye {f 
wheat cannot be grown), sown with 
grasses. 

8rd year.—Hay. 

4th year.—Hay or pasture, ploughed 
midsummer, 

65th year.—Wheat. 

6th year.—Oats or barley, 

This provides for seeding down one- 
sixth of the land every year and 
breaking up the same amount. It 
brings the seeding down on fallowed 
land. It allows half the land for 
grain crops which is enough under 
present conditions. 

As to choice of grasses to grow to 
prevent drifting, brome grass is cer- 
tainly the most effective. It pro- 
duces largest amount of fibrous 
roots and withstands drought the best. 
Where soil drifting is a menace brome 
grass is the best grass. In heavier 
soils other grasses are more easily 
handled and therefore more desirable,
